FERRY FACILITIES.

Why the Old Jackson Ferry Failed—The 
'. New Breoklyn Berry Project—Why it 
_ Should Succeed, - - 
' The old Jackson Ferry, the name of which 
has been familiar to-residents of New-York and 
Brooklyn for years, has died the death of deser- 
tion and decay. Started originally before the 
time of steam.as a horse ferry, it atruggied on 
with . indifferent patronage, adopting steam 
when it . became. a . necessity, until 
something more. than “a year ago 
—never, as one of ite latest directors assured 
a Tres reporter yesterday, having paid any- 
thing to its stockholders. The location was un- 
fortunate. The approaches toit on both sides 
of the river were bad—through “Irishtown” 1n-
